OF PARATHION 


Harrisburg. Aug. ll 
(/Pi—P enn­ 
sylvania fruit growers and florists 
were warned today th a t insecticides 
containing parathion can be just 
as deadly to hum ans as they are 
to bugs. 
Even a two per cent solution is 
"hazardous to man if swallowed, 
inhaled or absorbed through the 
skin,** said Dr. Joseph Shilen. direc­ 
tor of the state Bureau of Industrial 
Hygiene, state Health Departm ent. 
"It is used a good bit in Penn­ 
sylvania in the flower business and 
among fruit growers and if prop­ 
erly used, it kills all the bugs,” he 
said 
However, he said. the recommend­ 
ed precautions probably will make 
it too much trouble for home pard­ 
ners to employ the new insecticide. 
Among the precautions suggested 
are the wearing of protective gloves 
and clothing, goggles and mask. 
Poisoning from it results in sym p­ 
toms like giddiness, pinpoint pupils, 
nausea, abdominal cramps, vomit­ 
ing. 
diarrhea, muscular 
twiching, 
coma and convulsions.

cause fatal loosening or other dam ­ 
age to the cutting's tender bark 
If several cuttings are taken at one 
time they should be dropped a t once 
in a basin of water or wrapped in 
wet moss or paper to prevent loss of 
moisture.

However, sand is the safer 
rooting m aterial because there is less 
likelihood of decay. The sand should 
be 6 to 9 inches deep, placed in a 
small cutting box or in a large bed, 
depending on the num ber of cuttings 
to be grown. 
First the sand is moistened and 
settled firmly, Then a deep groove 
is cut in it with a trowel or knifi* 
and the cutting Is inserted in this 
furrow so that most of the stem will 
be covered. After the sand is finned 
around the cutting or along the row, 
it should be further tamped by tap­ 
ping a small section of board on the 
surface on each side of the row or 
around the Individual cutting. 
T hereafter until the cutting is 
sufficiently rooted to perm it tran s­ 
planting, moisture regulation is an 
im portant m atter. First, it is necc - 
sary to keep the box or bed shaded 
If only a few cuttings are grown In 
a small rutting box, the box may be

of cuttings are grown in a bcd, 
some type of shade should br erect­ 
ed along the south side, preferably 
of doubled burlap, cheesecloth or 
muslin.

ish Empire, equal in status, in no 
way subordinate one to another in

allegiance to the Crown 
and freely associated as members of 
the British Commonwealth of Na­ 


tions.” 
The dominions, in other words, 
are not constitutionally obliged to 
come to the aid of G reat Britain in 
its financial crisis—but it is alm ost 
unthinkable th at they would not. 
With all the other elements of 
the empire, the British Inform ation 
Service says, it would be as unlikely

shattered fleet. 
G iant U. S. 
fleets roamed the 
Pacific at will, ham m ering a t Jap an 
with bombs and shells. British ships 
also were in action. G erm any and 
her other Axis allies had been de­ 
feated. 
Aug. 7, 1942. IT. S. Marines first 
landed on Guadalcanal. Since th a t 
time, U. S. forces had advanced step 
by stop across the vast reaches of 
the Pacific. Now they were on O ki­ 
nawa, 325 milos from tile Japanese 
homeland. 
Russia had declared war Aug. 8 
and her troops were sweeping down 
'brough Manchuria. 
Japan's vital supply lines had long 


been cut. Submarines, airplanes, sur­ 
face ships were hunting down the 
last of the ships needed to bring in 
supplies. 
Air Force Destroyed 
What did Japan have besides 3,- 
700,000 troops? Her navy could put 
to sea only two light carriers, two 
cruisers, 26 destroyers and 22 sub­ 
marines. Except for the Kamikaze 
(suicide) 
corps, 
her airforce 
was 
virtually out of action. Radar, prox­ 
imity fuses which exploded shells 
when they approached a plane and 
fighter opposition were getting 98 
our of IOO suicide planes. Although 
th-1 two out of IOO that got through 
did damage, they did not stop the 
vast Allied fleets. 
Equipment for Japan’s still large 
armies was In almost as sad a state 
as her fleet and her air force. R e­ 
placement was impossible. 
Japan no longer had the means to 
fight a major war when the second 
A-bomb fell on Nagasaki Aug. 9.

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SLIM CHANCE OF 
SOCIAL SECURITY 
LAW CHANGES 


Bv TAMPS MARLOW 
Washington, Aujt. ll <#*>—For a 
long time there have been rumblings 
about bringing more people under 
the protection of Social Security and 
increasing the payments to old peo­ 
ple. 
President Truman has asked Con­ 
gress to do it. Monday night a step 
was taken in that direction when 
the House Ways and Means com­ 
mittee approved legislation to do 
that 
But this is only a bill which the 
committee will send up to the full 
House for a vote. Tile House may 
approve 
it before quitting, in 
a 
m onth or so. for the rest of 1949. 
Action Doubtful 
That's not enough to make even 
one change in the present law, u n ­ 
less the Senate also approves, it's 
doubtful that the Senate will do 
anything about it before quitting 
this year 
The best guess is that the present 
law will remain unchanged for this 
year at least. If the House approves 
the bill this year, maybe the Sen­ 
ate will next year. 
Under the present law about 35,- 
000,000 people are covered The bill 
would bring in another 11.000,000. 
leaving 14.000,000 or so people still 
unprotected, many of them farmers. 
There’s no room here to go into 
details of the law or the bill that 
would change But one part of the 
law and the bill can be examined. 


T hat’s old-age insurance. 
One Per Cent Tax 
That insurance is the payment, or 
pension, which workers receive from 
the government when they retire at 
65. if they've been covered by the 
law. (The present law doesn’t cover 
many kinds of workers, like those 
employed by non-profit organiza­ 
tions. farmers and so on.) 
To pay for this old age insurance 
the government now collects a tax of 
one per cent from each “covered'' 
employe and one per cent from his 
employer up to $3,000 of the worker's 
wages or salary. (In other words, no 
m atter how much a person made 
over $3,000. he'd be taxed only on the 
first $3,000 of it.) 
Tile committee bill would raise the 
tax -how much hasn't been decided 
by the committee— and it would raise 
the taxable income from the pres­ 
ent $3,000 to $3,600. 
Although the present law went 
into effect Jan. I, 1937—the date 
on which the government started 
collecting taxes—no one began re­ 
ceiving the old age insurance until 
1940. 
Would Boost Pensions 
The highest pension, or old age 
insurance, that can be paid an over- 
65 worker now is $44.80. He won’t 
get th at much unless he had been 
receiving at least $3,000 a year since 
Jan. I. 1937. 
His wife, when she reaches 65. gets 
half as much pension as he does. 
So the wife of a man receiving $44.80 
would bet $22.40, Together, their 
total pension would be $67.20. 
The committee bill would boost 
the pensions. A man now getting 
$44 80 would be jumped to $74.20 and 
his wife would get a jump in her 
pension to $37.10 from $22.40. 
The lowest pension anyone can 
receive now is $10 a month. The bill

Would Br Retroactive 
The bill would be retroact ive. For 
example:

How much of a boost they'd get 
would depend upon how much pen­ 
sion they’ve been getting. 
Under the present law. suppose a 
“covered'' worker became perm an­ 
ently disabled. He wouldn't get any 
pension until he reached 65. 
Under the bill a worker—say 30 
years old—who became perm anently 
disabled now would get a pension, 
a pension as much as he would re­ 
ceive if he had worked to 65.

By 1953, the Com m unist-led Bul- 
g ah a n government expects to have 
60 per cent of Bulgaria’s arable soil 
managed by 4,000 cooperative farms, 
T h at is an increase from the pres­ 
en* 1,522 cooperatives tilling only 12 
per cent of the land. 
Bulgaria is primarily an agricul­ 
tural country. It Is leading all other 
eastern European countries in the 
development of farm cooperatives. 
Joining Voluntary 
Joining a cooperative is voluntary, 
the government says. The fanner 
m ust contribute all his farm m a ch ­ 
inery and larm animals, if the co­ 
operative m anagem ent so directs. He 
is allowed to retain for his personal 
use one cow <or two goats*, three 
to five sheep, an unlimited num ber 
oi hens and beehives, and a amal) 
tract ct land.
